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HINDRANCES TO 


DOUBT 


Doubt, like the muskrat hole, will 
destroy the strongest dam of faith. To 
the Christian, who, to the best of his 
ability, is living above sin and is 
therefore not hindered in his faith life 
by sin, DOUBT is unquestionably the 
greatest hindrance to victorious faith. 
Doubting Thomases do not move 
mountains nor molehills. If you find 
yourself doubting the promises of God, 
questioning if they are yours person- 
ally, then go, as did Thomas, and get 
a new glimpse of the resurrected 
Christ, and your doubts will vanish 
like dew before the warming smile of 
the morning sun. We cannot bait our 
hook with doubts and expect to catch 
any fish, yet the vast majority of us 
are guilty of exactly that. The Chris- 
tian highway of victorious faith is 
strewn with wrecked hopes, which 
piled up on the rocks of doubt. Thou- 
sands of Christians today are still 
serving the Lord, still attending 
church, singing in the choir, and 
working wherever they can, but their 
balloon of faith, which once sailed so 
full and free and indestructible, has 
been greatly deflated. They have punc- 
tured it with doubts until there is lit- 
tle faith left. 

We once traveled 1,500 miles to 
evangelize in a state to which we knew 
God was calling us. We were independ- 
ent evangelists. The only call we had 
to that state was from God. We were 
invited to preach in a large, independ- 
ent church, which had been left some- 
what shipwrecked by the former pas- 

@::: having fallen in sin and left in dis- 
grace. We preached on Wednesday. We 
were invited back to preach on Sun- 
day. We were strangers to the church, 
but on Sunday morning God gave me 
a weeping spirit for that church and 
I felt as a shepherd who MUST gather 
these scattered sheep. God said, “I 
want you to give up your plans of 
evangelism for a time, and pastor this 
church.” That Sunday night after the 
service, the board of seven deacons 
called us and asked us to pastor the 
church until they could get a pastor. 
I said, “No, I will not pastor this 
church until you can get a pastor, but 
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I tell you what we will do. We will pas- 
tor this church until God shows you 
and us both, that our ministry is 
through here.” I didn’t tell them that 
God had already spoken to us. 


Six of the board members agreed; 
one, the leading farmer of the dis- 
trict, objected. He said, “Brother So 
and So from Arkansas has been rec- 
ommended to us, and I think we ought 
to send for him.” I said, “All right 
now, gentlemen, I didn’t ask for this 
church, but God told me this morn- 
ing He wants us to pastor it. I do not 
want you to take my word for it. I 
want all seven of you to be satisfied. 
I believe God, and am not afraid to 
prove Him. Now you write in the 
morning for that man to come and 
take this pastorate. Offer it to him. 
Invite him to come. If he comes, he’s 
your pastor. If he does not come, I’m 
your pastor by the will of God.” I 
turned to the one objector, “Are you 
agreed to that?” He smiled a content- 
ed agreement. 

It was a rich farming district, and 
while we waited we visited among the 
homes. We found them to be a won- 
derful people, and a people of prayer. 
They said, “Brother and Sister Archer, 
for three months we have been pray- 
ing in our cellars, in our church, and 
in our homes, ‘God you send us the 
pastor YOU want us to have, not one 
of our own choosing.’ Oh, Brother and 
Sister Archer, we DO hope that other 
man does not come.” I said, “Don’t 
worry. He’s not coming. God has al- 
ready spoken to us, and if that man 
cannot hear the voice of God, God 
will wreck a train, if needs be, to keep 
him from getting here.” Needless to 
say, the fifth day a wire was received 
stating that he could not come. There 
was great rejoicing in the camp. 

We pastored that church two years, 
and the whole surrounding country 
and communities were stirred and 
evangelized. It was two of the most 
pleasant years of our experience. BUT, 
before the promise and call of God 
was completed, we had to take a test 
of faith, without wavering or doubt. 

Let us review once more the scrip- 
turés on this all-important subject.

oe A Successful Life of Faith 


Jesus had cursed the fig tree. The 
next morning, as they passed by once 
more, the apostles were astonished to 
find the tree dried up at the roots. 
And Jesus answered them (Mark II: 
22-25) and said, “HAVE FAITH IN 
GOD. For verily I say unto you, That 
whosoever shall say unto this moun- 
tain, be thou removed, and be thou 
cast into the sea; AND SHALL NOT 
DOUBT IN HIS HEART, but shall BE- 
LIEVE that those things which he 
saith shall come to pass, he shall have 
whatsoever he saith. Therefore I say 
unto you, What things soever ye de- 
sire when ye pray, BELIEVE that ye 
receive them, and ye SHALL have 
them.” 


Now these are very, very strong and 
positive statments, and they are voiced 
by the Son of God. They are not to 
be, and CANNOT be, passed over 
lightly. It is a promise by One who is 
bound by His very exalted place, to 
keep every promise He ever made. But 
the promise is conditional, and that’s 
where we fail. We must not doubt! 


Dwight L. Moody, in illustrating 
faith before a huge audience, one 
night took out his valuable gold watch, 
and announced to the throng of boys 
on the front benches that he would 
give his watch to the first boy who 
came after it. There was not a wild 
scramble. They all sat and grinned 
sheepishly. They thought there was a 
catch in it somewhere. Finally one boy 
rose timidly and advanced. He stuck 
out his hand and Moody gave him the 
watch. The other boys ‘were dumb- 
founded, and very much chagrined 
that they had not gone after the 
watch. They all had the same chance, 
but all but one doubted. The one got 
the watch. Every now and then one of 
our number takes God at His word, 
and nothing doubting, launches out 
in faith. Soon he is towering head and 
shoulders above the rest of us as a 
pastor or evangelist, or overseer, and 
we wonder, and sometimes envy, and 
wish that somehow we could have the 
success he is having. But we all had 
the same chance. We were all sitting 
on the front bench while God held

Jews Revive Synagogues 

According to Bible Research Month- 
ly, “Emaciated old men and women, 
the sole survivors of German Jewry, 
gathered in the synagogues here, in 
Frankfort and other centers, for the 
first overt Rosh Hashanah services in 
Germany in many years. In Berlin 
services were held in the reconstructed 
wing of a war-damaged synagogue in 
the Kreuzberg section, with some 400 
worshippers present, all of them ill 
and debilitated, with a sprinkling of 
American-Jewish soldiers—the only 
young and robust persons in the au- 
dience.” 

October Jewish Missionary Magazine 
reported concerning the Jewish situa- 
tion that “only 365 Jews were left in 
Frankfort.” At one time the popula- 
tion of Jews had reached 31,000.

Archaeology 

The S. S. Times, commenting on 
Exod. 1:11, states that, “One of the 
tasks imposed on the Israelites by the 
Egyptians was the making of bricks 
for the construction of the treasure 
cities, Pithom and Raamses (Exod. 
1:11). Several years ago (1883), the 
Swiss archaeologist Naville examined 
a site in northern Egypt called Tell el 
Maskhuta, and found inscriptions 


there bearing the word Pi-tum, mean- 
ing ‘House of the god Tum.’ Since the 
name Pi-tum is apparently equivalent 
with the Pithom mentioned in the Bi- 
ble, Naville identified the site of Tell 
el Maskhuta as one of the treasure 
cities built by the Israelites. In ex- 
cavating the city, he found that some 
of the bricks were made without 
straw.”

Opportunity in Japan 

Dr. Walter W. Van Kirk, of New 
York, secretary of the Department of 
International Justice and Good Will 
of the Federal Council of Churches, 
and his associates who accompanied 
him to Japan for the purpose of mak- 
ing a survey of the religious outlook 
of Japan, reported that, “Japan is ripe 
for Christianity. (The churchmen, 
however, discouraged individual con- 
tributions toward the rehabilitation 
of the defeated people; this was a 
matter, they said, ‘between the two 
governments.’) Shintoism will ‘wither’ 
without the support through propa- 
ganda channels it enjoyed previously, 
and Buddhism has lost many of its 
followers. Christianity, although per- 
secuted by the military during World 
War II, has gained many adherents 
and is an obvious answer to the search 
for a new faith. Japanese Christians 
told the religious delegation they 
needed ‘prayers, Bibles and mission- 
aries,’ but wished no food.”

The disciples were called Christians 


first at Antioch. As we think of 
Christians, let us take the different 
phases that begin with the letter 
* “c.” There are many phases in our 
lives as Christians that start with the 
letter “c.” First, we are a “chosen 
people” or the Christian life is a 
“chosen life.” We find that in our 
experience as a Christian, by reading 
God’s Word, we are a chosen people 
of God set apart to do His will and 
His work among the unsaved people. 
We were once sinners and partakers 
of the evil way, but when we became 
conscious of our sins, repented, and 
accepted Christ as our Savior, we be- 
came members of God’s family by re- 
generation. We became aware that 
God has chosen us as yielded to work 
for Him. It is not God’s will that any 
should perish but that all should come 
to repentance. Few people today, 
compared to the millions, know any- 
thing about God’s love for them. They 
don’t realize that they, too, can be 
God’s chosen ones if they would only 
accept and believe on Him. God says, 
“Ye have not chosen me but I have 
chosen you, to bring forth fruit.” 


People who don’t want to accept 
Him, say, “If I’m one of His chosen 
ones, I’ll be saved anyway, no matter 

oe I do.” That’s not what God 
eans. He says, “Behold, I stand at 
the door and knock; if any man hear 
my voice and open to me, I will come 
in and sup with him and he with me.” 
Christ is not going to make us become 
Christians, but we must be willing for 
Him to save us before we can become 
one of His, or His chosen vessel. In 
John 15:16 He says He has chosen us 
to bring forth fruit or to live a life 
so that others may be led to Him 
through us, also that others may 
know that we are Christians. He says 
in Acts 9:15, that He has chosen us 
to preach Christ. Preach to whom? 
To the lost world. Someone may say, 
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* Acts 11:26 


“T can’t preach. He need not choose 
me.” But, if we are true Christians, 
we are all preachers. We may not be 
the ministers; but if we are true to 
Him, our daily lives preach for Him. 
We may say a word to someone and 
cause him to accept Christ, or pray for 
someone, or we may be the chosen one 
to live a good life. As we know, our 
lives count most in winning souls for 
Christ. We either have an influence 
for good or evil. God help us as H's 
chosen ones to choose the good part. 


In 1 Peter we tind that we are a 
precious people, a chosen generation 
and a peculiar people. God has chosen 
us from darkness unto light. Some 
people class Christians as peculiar, 
and we are supposed to be so to them, 
because the world cannot understand 
us. We are supposed to be separated 
from them (the world), and not par- 
takers of their worldly pleasures, but 
partakers of the divine nature. In 
Eph. 1:4, we find that we are a chosen 
people, to be holy and without blame. 
It takes a good, clean life, one of 
prayer and consecration and denial of 
many things, to keep us holy in these 
days of darkness when sin is in so 
many lives. We must be without sin 
to be holy, for the Bible says no sin 
can enter heaven. 

In our next phase we find a 
“changed life.” When we are saved by 
God’s grace we are a changed people. 
We are changed as told by Paul in 1 
Cor. 5:7. He says, “Behold old things 
have passed away, and all things have 
become new.” Therefore, we are a new 
creature in Christ Jesus. In another 
scripture we find, “We know that we 
have passed from death unto life be- 
cause we love the brethren” (and sis- 
ters). We know by these scriptures 
that when the sinful soul is regen- 
erated or born of the Spirit, the whole 
nature is changed. We love the things 
we once hated and hate the things 
we once loved. We love the church and 
spiritual things, whereas we loved the 
things of the world. We are not 
changed or saved by good works or 
reformation or morality, but by the 
grace of God. Our good works or 
deeds won’t change our hearts or re- 
generate our souls, but Christ only 


can change and save us, give us a new 
nature, and make us a new creature 
in Christ Jesus. Since the beginning 
of time there has been no other way 
or there is now no other way or name 
under heaven given among men 
whereby we may be saved, except the 
precious name of Jesus. 

Next we are a “cleansea people,” 
because we are washed in the blood 
of the Lamb. Christ shed His blood 
on Calvary’s cross to cleanse us from 
all sin. All sin means all, not just 
part. Many people say we cannot live 
today without sinning a little, more 
or less, every day, which is very con- 
trary to God’s teaching. They try to 
justify themselves with the scripture 
that says, “All have sinned and come 
short of the glory of God.” But that 
scripture means that we were all born 
in sin, and until we have the blood 
applied we are sinners. Christ was the 
only person who knew no sin. In one 
scripture we find that whosoever is 
born of God doth not commit sin, for 
His seed remaineth in him and he 
cannot sin. However, this does not 
apply to so-called preachers today who 
say, “Once saved always saved.” If 
we are really born of God, regenerated, 
and cleansed by His blood, we will not 
have any desire to sin and we WILL 
NOT SIN unless overtaken in a fault. 
If we die in sin we will not meet God 
in peace, so that is why we should be 
cleansed from the Adamic nature. 

We find in 1 Cor. 6:11 that we are 
sanctified or cleansed by the Spirit; 
in Rom. 5:16, by the Holy Ghost or 
the Holy Spirit, which is the same 
person. Eph. 5:26, 27, says we must be 
a cleansed church, without spot or 
wrinkle, if we meet Christ. Heb. 13:12 
says that Christ might sanctify us with 
His blood, He suffered without the 
gate. So we can see by these scrip- 
tures and others that we must be a 
sanctified people, or rather it is God’s 
will. ; 

Next is a “charged life.” There are 
several definitions for “charged” but 
we want to use the adjective “charged” 
as being filled or charged with power. 
We know that when an electric wire 
is charged with electricity, the power 
goes through the wires to the differ- 
ent electric appliances and causes 
them to give forth their services to 
man. So are we when we are charged 
or filled with the Spirit according to 
Acts 2:4. We have power to go forth 
and do God’s will here on earth. In 
Acts 1:8 we see that we receive power 
after that the Holy Ghost has come

Mary hesitated. “I don’t mind tell- 
ing you, Edith—if you wish to know. 
Before I was ‘born again’—a term 
which, as you know, is often used in 
place of ‘conversion’—the Bible was 
dull reading for me. In fact, when I 
did read it at all, it was from a sense 
of duty, or because my mother wanted 
me to do so, but not because I actually 
enjoyed the messages of the Book.” 

“I—I see. And now since you have 
been er—as you put it, ‘born again,’ 
the Bible is really interesting? Is 
that it?” 

“That’s right, Edith. I—I hope I 
have made it clear. It is a bit difficult 
to speak of, really, and—” 

Edith was thinking. “Do you know, 
I have often wondered why it is that 
so few persons of my acquaintance 
seem to read the Bible as though they 
like to do it ... or as they read a 
novel or magazine. Now as to this 
‘being born again,’ I’m not so certain 
I understand about that, Mary. You 
see—we—our church doesn’t teach

To read, to fear, to hope, to pray, 
To lift the latch, and force the way; 
And better had they ne’er been born 
Who read to doubt, or read to scorn.”

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about such things. I recall reading 
something about it in the New Testa- 
ment .. . maybe—maybe that’s why 
I do not like to read the Bible very 
well, Mary!” 

Mary didn’t reply at once. “The 
Word does mention the new birth, very 
definitely. In the third chapter of 
St. John’s Gospel, Jesus Himself is 
recorded as saying to Nicodemus—but 
wait, let me show it to you in the 
Book itself...” She took up the New 
Testament and turned deftly to John 
3. “Here it is, see? ‘Except a man be 
born again, he cannot see the king- 
dom of God...’ There is more. You 
can read it if you wish—” 

“And do you think that means that 
he cannot ‘see’ the kingdom of God 
in the Bible, or cannot ‘see’ things 
correctly if he is not ‘born again’?” 
Edith asked the words eagerly. 

“I suppose it could mean that, dear, 
though I hadn’t just thought of it in 
that way before. Personally, I have 
never found God’s Word uninterest- 
ing since I have given my heart to 
Him. It is my Guide Book, and since 
each day seems to bring up so many 
puzzling situations in connection with 
my Christian life, it seems I am always 
being driven to the Bible for light 
and help. I really cannot quite under- 
stand how or why any saved person 
can help loving the Word.” 

“It does seem rather strange, I’ll ad- 
mit,” Edith answered, thoughtfully. 
“Now I’m a member of a church, and 
yet it so happens that I am not often 
even urged to read the Bible. I goto 
services on Sunday and of course I 
hear the preacher read passages from 
it, and in Sunday School I read the 
portion given for the lesson, but be- 
yond that I am seldom asked or even 
reminded to read further. Life seems 
so full, so busy, that it’s just crowded 
out, I suppose.” 


“Edith, when I sought salvation 
from sin and death and eternal de- 
struction, and have found that salva- 
tion in Christ Jesus, my heart has 
been filled with love and gratitude to 
Him. I truly love my Lord. He is a 
very real person to me. I desire to 
know more about Him, and how I can 
better please Him. As far as I have 
ever been able to learn, the Bible 
is the only place I can get such in- 
formation and guidance. I read it for 
information, edification, guidance, and 
withal, for pleasure. It so happens 
that our minister loves the Word and 
urges all of us to read and study it 
.. . for which I’m very grateful. And 
so, you see, I find it very interesting 
and also very helpful reading.” 

“T see. Well, that sounds quite all 
right. I’m just sorry it isn’t true of 
myself as yet. I hope it will be true 
some time. But tell me, Mary—how 
can you understand what you read? 
With the exception of some Old Testa- 
ment stories, and certain portions of 
the New Testament, such as Acts, I 
find it difficult to get much ‘sense’ 
from what I do read. Of course, I’m 
not highly educated, I’ve never been 
to college, and—” 

Mary smiled. “I understand what 
you mean, Edith. I used to have 
much the same difficulty. But now 
I depend on the third Person of the 
Trinity—the Holy Spirit—to help me, 
and to open my eyes that I may see 
the truths of the Word. That is one 
office of the Spirit, to guide, comfort, 
and teach. I always ask His guidance 
before I read the Book.” 

“You speak of the Spirit as a Per- 
son. That is new to me. I’ve always 
thought of the Spirit as—well, just a 
spirit—something intangible, inde- 
finable, perhaps.” 

“Many folks make that error. But 
He is a Person, just as Jesus is a Per- 
son. I once heard a minister say that 
a true definition of the term @ 
Spirit,’ or .. .” Mary was thumbing 
her Testament rapidly. “... here it is, 
John 14:26, Jesus is speaking 
‘But the Comforter, which is the Holy 
Ghost, whom the Father will send in 
my name, he shall teach you all 
things, and bring all things to your 
remembrance, whatsoever I have said 
unto you...’ You see, in this verse 
the Holy Ghost, or Holy Spirit, is 
called the ‘Comforter.’ I once heard 
a preacher explain that another 
translation for the word ‘Comforter’ 
would be ‘one called alongside to help.’ 
I like to think of the Spirit in that

The Jews would acknowledge God 
but would not claim Jesus Christ as 
His Son, and here we have some that 
will acknowledge Jesus but won’t have 
His Father. 1 John 4:12, “No man 
hath seen God at any time.” They 
saw Jesus. How was He God then? 

he first verse says, “Beloved, believe 
not every spirit, but try the spirits 
whether they are of God.” How are you 
going to try them? The next verse 
tells us how we can know. “Every spirit 
that confesseth that Jesus Christ is 
come in the flesh is of God.” I 
thought some said He was God? 
Listen, when we deny that Jesus 
came in the flesh, we automatically 
deny the virgin birth of Christ, if we 
say He is God. It is a serious thing 
with me, and should be with everyone. 
1 John 5:9, “If we receive the wit- 
ness of men, the witness of God is 
greater.” Don’t you think it is? Then, 
if we can believe men, why not believe 
God? What is the witness of God? 
Read the rest of the 9th verse, “For 
this is the witness of God which he 
hath testified of his Son.” V. 10. “He 
that believeth on the Son of God 
hath the witness in himself: he that 
believeth not God hath made him a 
liar; because he believeth not the rec- 
ord that God gave of his Son.” I want 
to ask you a question and this question 
is what 1 John 5:5 asks, “Who is he 
that overcometh the world, but he 

at believeth that Jesus is the Son 

God?” 

There are many, yes, many more 
scriptures that plainly tell us and 
show us the difference between the 
Father and His Son. St. John 5:43 
says, “I am come in my Father’s 
name, and ye receive me not: if an- 
other shall come in his own name, 
him ye will receive.” I ask, Does this 
mean that the Father’s name was 
Jesus? The New Light Issue says it 
does. That is the way they explain 
Matt. 28:20. If I am working for a 
firm, and they send me out on busi- 
ness, for me to go in their name does 


hoy not mean that I have the same name 
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as the firm that sent me. It only 
means that I went not to promote my 
interest, but the interest of the firm 
that sent me. I will illustrate it this 
way (and I know that he won’t care 
for my using his name here, for W. 
Lee O’Daniel and I are _ personal 
friends): When W. Lee O’Daniel 
went to Washington as senator of 
Texas, or in the name of Texas, did 
that mean that the name of Texas 
was W. Lee O’Daniel? or vice versa? 
It only meant that the senator is a 
legal representative of Texas. 

There is one more scripture I want 
to call attention to, then we will take 
up the personality of the Holy Ghost. 
2 John 9, “Whosoever transgresseth 
and abideth not in the doctrine of 
Christ, hath not God. He that abid- 
eth in the doctrine of Christ, he hath 
both the Father and the Son.” 


THE PERSONALITY OF THE 
HOLY GHOST 

The Anti-Trinitarians claim that the 
Holy Ghost is merely an expression of 
divine energy, or religious influence. 
Anyone that will be honest with 
himself will acknowledge that from 
reading the Bible and history, the 
prevailing doctrine of the early church 
has been that the Holy Ghost is a 
person, separate and distinct from the 
Father and the Son. 

If anyone will read with this 
thought in view, he will see plainly 
that the Scriptures which ascribe per- 
sonality to the Father and the Son, 
ascribe equally personality to the Holy 
Ghost. The first scripture we want 
to call attention to in regard to the 
personality of the Holy Ghost, is found 
in Matt. 3:16,17, “And Jesus, when he 
was baptized, went up straightway out 
of the water: and, lo, the heavens 
were opened unto him, and he saw 
the Spirit of God descending like a 
dove, and lighting upon him: And lo, 
a voice from heaven, saying, This is 
my beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased.” Anyone can see clearly 
that the personality of each member 
of the Trinity is shown in this scrip- 
ture. 

The next scripture I want to call 
attention to, that plainly shows the 
personality of the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost, is found in St. John 14: 


16, and it is that scripture I read so 
much when seeking and tarrying for 
the Holy Ghost: “And I will pray the 
Father, and he shall give you another 
Comforter . . Even the Spirit of 
truth; whom the world cannot re- 
ceive, because it seeth him not, neith- 
er knoweth him: but ye know him.” 
How can there be an influence with- 
out a person? We have the pronouns 
“He and Him.” In the 26th verse we 
are told that the Comforter and Spirit 
of truth is the Holy Ghost. “He shall 
not speak of Himself, but whatsoever 
things he heareth, that shall he speak, 
and will show you things to come.” 
Who could doubt such statements as 
that? How could He speak and show us 
things to come, if the Holy Ghost 
wasn’t a Person? Just remember what 
a person is and consists of. 

Will you please read the 16th chap- 
ter of St. John, beginning at the 
7th verse on through the 14th verse. 
John 15:26 tells us that He (the Holy 
Ghost) will testify of Jesus. Luke 12: 
10 tells us, “And whosoever shall speak 
a word against the Son of man, it 
shall be forgiven him: but unto him 
that blasphemeth against the Holy 
Ghost it shall not be forgiven.” So 
if Jesus and the Holy Ghost are the 
same, the Apostle Peter didn’t know 
what he was talking about when he 
said, “Prophecy came not in the old 
time by the will of man: but holy men 
of old spake as they were moved by 
the Holy Ghost,” 2 Peter 1:21. 

I want to say here in regards to 
Jesus, and it is these little simple 
truths the reason I wasn’t led off with 
the New Light Issue: They say that 
the name of God is Jesus, and the Holy 
Ghost is Jesus. The Holy Ghost is 
mentioned as being before Jesus in 
the scripture we have just quoted—2 
Peter 1:21—then if Jesus is the name 
of God, it is strange to me that His 
name isn’t mentioned in the Old 
Testament. Then He changed His 
name. No, brother, Mal. 3:6 says 
He changes not. The old devil can 
set traps, and that is what he did when 
he started the New Light Issue; but 
he very often gets caught in his own 
trap, and if I must say it, he is bound 
with this, trying to prove that God the 
Father and the Holy Ghost is Jesus. 
They are people that never study the 
Bible, but when one of them comes 
around they have a great line, and 
to the natural it sounds good, but is 
not logical. 

You give a person, who is honest

Attention, Please! 

HOT SPRINGS, New Mexico.—I 
have a very peculiar request to place 
before you. I am this year pastoring 
the church at Hot Springs, and al- 
though the church had at one time 
been a fairly good church, it is, I 
suppose, the least of all churches in 
New Mexico (a state of small 
churches). Hot Springs is a fast grow- 
ing town and only recently became a 
city. We have only five members who 
live here and attend church. They are 
good and very faithful. But we are up 
against a proposition. Our church is in 
the downtown district, where the 
transient may find it easy, and they 
do. But the families who live here, all 
seem to be unaware that we are here. 
There are three scattered sections of 
resident families, home owners, and 
although I visited ninety homes last 
month, and in all, since I came here 
in September, I’ve visited one hundred 
and sixty-six homes; yet I’ve been un- 
able to make any noticeable increase 
in our Sunday School. We have a 
much larger Bible Class than the 
other classes, in proportion. 


Now, here's what I want to do. I 
want a gospel tent, to pitch in each of 
these different sections of town, as 
soon as spring comes, and hold a 
meeting in each one, and see if I can’t 
do something about evangelizing this 
town, introducing the Church of God 
to them. Then, when it is over, there 
are towns, small and large, for two 
hundred miles in almost every di- 
rection without a church. This is the 
only church in this whole section of 
the State. Oh, how it makes my heart 
ache! I’ve got to do something about 
it! I can’t get an evangelist to come 
and do it for me for we couldn’t 
promise him anything. But by God’s 
help I’m going to get to part of them 
this year. There are two things I need 
to be equipped as I feel God would 
have me be; a good-sized tent, (pre- 
ferably 40x60 or larger) and a good 
loud-speaker set with records and a 
record player, and equipment to use 
on a car. If you have such an outfit 
or know of someone who does, who 
would sell it very reasonably, or better 
still felt like you’d like to give God 
that much, please write me at once.

upon us, and we are to be witnesses to 
Him in Jerusalem, Judea, Samaria, 
and to the uttermost part of the earth. 
God not only charges us with His 
power but He gives us a charge to go 
into all the world with the gospel. 
After we are charged with His power, 
we can be classed as a “comforted peo- 
ple,” for Christ said when He ascended 
into heaven that He would not leave 
us comfortless but would send the Holy 
Ghost to be our Comforter. Notice 
the Comforter was to come after Christ 
was crucified and after our conversion, 
not at conversion, as many people say 
they receive Him today. We find by 
God’s Word that the Holy Ghost will 
= us and instruct us in the way 

f the Lord. We are not only baptized 
with the Holy Ghost but with fire as 
told in Matt. 3:11. This fire burning 
in our souls causes us to go forth and 
do God’s will and overcome the world, 
giving us power for service. 


Finally, this life should be a “con- 
secrated life.” Consecrating or hum- 
bling ourselves (as we all know) to 
God and surrendering ourselves to Him 
to be used in any way He may choose.

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HINDRANCES TO A SUCCESSFUL 
LIFE OF FAITH

out His promises to us, and we all 
doubted. But he didn’t doubt, so he 
gets the golden gift of God’s great 

victories. 

But we are human, and we DO doubt, 
don’t we? It is not therefore, the pur- 
pose of this study to condemn you for 
doubting. It is our purpose, first, to 
call your attention to the little real- 
ized fact of how greatly doubt DOES 
obstruct our faith life; and, second, 
to point out to you the chief causes of 
our doubts, thus helping each one to 
overcome. 

Some two or three years ago we 
wrote and published in the EVANGEL 
a number of articles on the subject 
of “Faith.” Two “hindrances to a suc- 
cessful life of faith,” which were dealt 
with at that time in some detail, may 
also be listed as causes of doubt. They 
are (1) sin and (2) questioning the 
will of God. This article, and some to 
follow, are a continuation of that 
series of FAITH articles; but since it 
has been so long since the last of 
these articles was published, we will 
touch once more, briefly, upon the two 
above causes of doubt. 

(1) Sin. In using this three-letter, 
sorrow-laden word, we are not refer- 
ring to the unsaved man, but to the 
disobediences of the Christians. It is 
usually the Christian who is seeking 
greater faith, but if there be any con- 
scious disobedience, or any known re- 
sistence to the will of God, our faith 
suffers in accordance. For one who 
knows he is out of God’s perfect har- 
mony, also knows that a displeased God 
is not so apt to grant his requests, for 
he doubts when he prays, and Jesus 
sald that we receive when we “doubt 
not in our heart.” Faith is builded into 
the very fiber of our morals, and if 
our moral fiber is weak, our faith will 
be correspondingly weak. Sow obedi- 
ence and you will reap faith. Sow dis- 
obedience and you will reap doubt and 
unbelief. The man who has stolen, 
questions the honesty of others. There 
are doubts in his heart when dealing 
with his fellow man. The Christian 
who has sinned, has similar doubts in 
his heart when dealing with God, not 
doubts of the character of God, but 
doubts as to what God thinks of his 
character. John 9:31.

with himself and God, a chance to 
read the Bible and reason these things 
out, and he won’t believe that, or be 
snared by that doctrine. I wasn’t, and 
surely anyone has as much sense as 
I had. God help us. 

I told you before that there was 
more than one Jesus in those days, 
and when asked about it once, the 
only answer I could give was the 
statement that Peter made on the 
day of Pentecost, “This same Jesus 
has God raised up,” and in Acts 1:11, 
the two men that spoke as Jesus was 
taken up, “This same Jesus.” This 
gives me to know that they wanted 
them to know the distinction between 
them, for it is stated, “Jesus of Naz- 
areth.” That is spoken of Him, I 
believe, more than once. 

Back to the Holy Ghost as a person. 
The Apostle Paul tells us in Eph. 4:30, 
“And grieve not the holy Spirit of 
God.” Also, 1 Thess. 5:19, “Quench 
not the Spirit.” In Acts 7:51, Stephen 
said that they always resisted the 
Holy Ghost. You can resist an influ- 
ence, or quench one, but cannot grieve 
one. You can grieve a person. 

There are many more things and 
scriptures that could be said and 
quoted about the Holy Ghost, but I 
want to say in conclusion, that the 
Holy Ghost is the legal representative 
of the Father and the Son, in the same 
manner as the Son was the legal 
representative of the Father. The Holy 
Ghost leads us into all truth; He 
guides us, teaches us, and brings all 
things to our remembrance that Jesus 
has said. You will have to admit 
that it is the Holy Ghost, and through 
Him that Jesus lives and operates in 
our hearts today.

Bui we are human, and we DO doubt, 
don't we? It is not therefore, the pur- 
pose of this study to condemn you for 
doubting. It is our purpose, first, to 
call your attention to the little real 
ized fact of how greatly doubt DOES 
obstruct our faith life; and, second, 
to point out to you the chief causes of 
our doubts, thus helping each one to 
overcome. 

Some two or three years ago we 
wrote and published in the EVANGEL 
a number of articles on the subject 
of “Faith.” Two “hindrances to a suc- 
cessful life of faith,” which were dealt 
with at that time in some detail, may 
also be listed as causes of doubt. They 
are (1) sin and (2) questioning the 
will of God. This article, and some to 
follow, are a continuation of that 
series of FAITH articles; but since it 
has been so long since the last of 
these articles was published, we will 
touch once more, briefly, upon the two 
above causes of doubt. 

(1) Sin. In using this three-letter, 
sorrow-laden word, we are not refer- 
ring to the unsaved man, but to the 
disobediences of the Christians. It is 
usually the Christian who is seeking 
greater faith, but if there be any con- 
scious disobedience, or any known re- 
sistence to the will of God, our faith 
suffers in accordance. For one who 
knows he is out of God’s perfect har- 
mony, also knows that a displeased God 
is not so apt to grant his requests, for 
he doubts when he prays, and Jesus 
sald that we receive when we “doubt 
not in our heart.” Faith is builded into 
the very fiber of our morals, and if 
our moral fiber is weak, our faith will 
be correspondingly weak. Sow obedi- 
ence and you will reap faith. Sow dis- 
obedience and you will reap doubt and 
unbelief. The man who has stolen, 
questions the honesty of others. There 
are doubts in his heart when dealing 
with his fellow man. The Christian 
who has sinned, has similar doubts in 
his heart when dealing with God, not 
doubts of the character of God, but 
doubts as to what God thinks of his 
character. John 9:31.

with himeelf and God, a chance to 
read the Bible and reason these things 
out, and he won’t believe that, or be 
snared by that doctrine.
